These trees are smaller, much smaller at maturity; there are 
many species, some bear attractive flowers, others have interesting 
fruit, different colors of foliage, fall color features, many, and some 
of these trees have interesting decorative and functional forms such 
as the various globe, columnar and, under some conditions, weeping 
forms. Another trip to Europe in the Spring of 1959 bears out the 
soundness, the absolute soundness of the philosophy of using small 
trees on city streets, and around the modern homes—not trees that 
will attain 25 feet in seven years (what about the next seven years’), 
but trees that will mature at 25 feet. Flowering trees abound on 
European streets, particularly in Holland and England. And what a 
grand sight it is. These trees elicit just as many, and from me many 
more, Ohs and Ahs as a street of big trees, and are not hung with the 
inevitable big tree price tag of costly removal. 


One of the really gratifying results of our varied crusade to 
effect a change in the tree use habits in American cities, is the fact 
that the corner has been turned. Strange as it may seem, the public 
was the easiest to convince that small trees were the thing they need- 
ed in their yards with the contemporary ranch, or low type home. 
They knew that was what they wanted, but did not know what species 
would fit the need. Rarely now-days do we have a request for a big 
tree. Another thing also, when neighborhood groups get together 
to purchase street trees, they invariably want a flowering tree. 

This is good—it is great, and with more public officials each 
year recognizing the great appeal, functional and practical values 
of small common sense trees, we are sure the years ahead will mark 
a tremendous change for the better. 

We shall continue to grow new, different and better garden type 
trees for your street and home.
